Menon, no friend of the United Slatea In 
rthe past, has given indication that he Is 
leaning over backward to qualJ/y as a genuine 
Jntermediary lii the .smoldering dispute oyer 
Quemoy. Matsu and Formosa. 
. India's formal position has long been that 
:Red China Is entitled to .all these Islands. 
JRealiaticQlly, however, they understand that 
: the United States has no Intention of yielding 
Formosa, a bastion of its Pacific defense. 

So^Wenon undoubtedly Is not urging such 
an arrangement as part of a proposed For- 
mosan settlement with Peiplng. But It would 
bo fiurprising if he were not suggesting we 
hand over Queinoy~fiitd MatsQ—wtthoub a 
light. 

As a matter of fact, there has been evidence 
over the months that this country does not 
want to risk war to hold the coastal islands 
Within Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist fold. 
- ,The problem at all time has been how to 
]et them go without doing great damage to 
.Chiang's regime. At best it Is realized the 
idbss ol these Islands would cast a dark cloud 
,over his future. At worst he could be tumbled 
•out of power at'an early time. 

The apparent goal Is to get Chiang himself 
-to agree to evacuation of the Islands, as he 
Tdld reluctantly In the case of the Tachena 
:'eatller In 1955. ■ A. "r 

; This Trtll not be easy, for Chiang's prestige 
-Js^now heavily committed in .Quemoy and 
Matsu. The ironlo thing Is that we are largely 
xesponslble for the fact that this is so. 

In the first years after Chiang fled to For- 
mosa from the conquered mainland, he had 
' only light defenses oh the coastal Islands. It 
:was at American Insistence that he beefed 
:up the coastal' outposts. 

One can understand his puzzlement, even 
; his bitterness, that we now wish him to ro- 

■ verse his field and get off the' islands. A few 
: years ago he could have done it quletlV, wlth- 
:out measurable loss of prestige. 
: Wfl may In the end get our way. But If we 
: do It will be clear to all who know the work- 
;lnga of diplomacy that we have accomplished 
'■our objective crudely, with real damage to an- 
ally and to-ourselves.

Incoherent and complete- 
ly Irrational. They Indicated that 
she believes that every prominent 
person is engaged In a Gargantuan 
complex ot inlerlocklng plots. This 
It not confined to c6tnmunlam. One 
letter — ^eShterned the American 
Friends of the Middle East (of 
which I happen to be president) 
and It was in total error. It Is 
quite Impossible to correct her 
views on anything. 

"However, although mony of her 
neighbors considered her more or 
less deranged, I have nevcr-UeiuQ 
anyone say that she was danger- 
ous. . . It Is certainly no proof of 
Insanity to oppose selective service. 
Thousands ot perfectly respectable 
pacifists end their organizations 
have fought conscription tor years. 
. . . When I get there, I shall cer- 
tainly get tho whole story."- 

H»EQ.we have a verdict by a lay 
pcrson^hat Lucille Miller Is "unbal- 
anced" and that (according to 
equally unqualified "neighbors") 
she Is "more or less deranged."

Every man has his own way 
of approaching a revolving door, 
going through It, and getting out 
of It. The same la true of women 
and children. This makes for con- 
fusion of the utt<r sort. 

There Is the man who goes 
through a revolving door as If, he 
were shot out of a cannon. He ap- 
proaches on a dead run. flings him- 
self Uito the device, drives with all 
his power agaUiat the panel In front 
of him. Those in front of. him are 
propelled onto the sidewalk as It 
some giant, unseen bouncer had 
grabbed them by the necks and 
given them the ol' toss. 

Those behind him have no alter- 
native. They must either acceler- 
ate their pace to a wild run or get 
smacked from behind by the swirl- 
ing door. 

A revolving door calls tor team- 
work— the sort of .teamwork that 
makes for a winning crew or toot- 
ballteam. It la no place for Indi- 
viduality. Let one person In the 
door assert his personality and the 
revolving door becomes a sort ot 
dry-land St- Lawrence whirlpool, 
capable of near destruction. 

Just u much of a menace as the 
mile -a -minute revolving door users 
U the snail type. Those of the snail 
type enter the door as If they were 
heavily laden burros negotiating an 
exceptionally difficult bit of moun- 
tain terrain.

States' Compensation Laws

assault to change the unemploy- 
ment compensation laws Jn the 4S 
states Is apt to bo the first' big; elfeit 
on the new ''guaranteed wage" con- 
tracts In the automobile Industry. ' 

Legislators can get ready for the 
most powerfuiy campslgn theyVe 
ever seen to have unemployment 
benefits increased. 

The pressure will come from both 
labor and n^anagement. 

Under the suaranteed wage plans 
embodied In the x>ew auto Industry 
contracts, a lald-off worker la to 
receive paymenta both from thi 
.state and from special funds to be 
set up by the^ industry. 

Many states have laws that 
prohibit such & double -payment 
plan. But the CIO United Auto 
Workers and Henry Ford II both 
have said they anticipate little trou- 
ble in getting such lawa changed.

CIO President Walter Heulher 
sold one of the major benefits he 
expected from the guaranteed wage 
agremeept was that it will put man- 
agement and unions on the same 
aide In lobbying for higher unem- 
ployment benefits from the states. 
All wage earners, not Jii.st auto 
workers, would benefit from this. 
When unemployment compehsR' 
on laws were first enacted they 
gave workers about 60 per cent of 
their normal pay during lay-offs. 
But wases have gone up and unem- 
ployment bcneflta haven't. On the 
average, an .unemployed worker now 
gets about a third ot hla normal pay 
from the state. 

In many states It is much lower 
than a third. High benefits in some 
slates, like Mich In an where the 
weekly benefit Is $51, keep the na- 
tional average high. 
. Around Detroit, speculation aboiil 
the future ot the guaranteed^ waee 
has akcady extended to lB58,'whcn 
the new aut^ Industry contractjt ex- 
pire.

General, 
ly speaking, hc enya. the nrca Is ex- 
cellent for peas and beans, Hli 
company alao deals In turnips, 
clover and alfalfa, onions and car- 
roU. but on a smaller scale. 

MIddlcIon saya production varies 
from year to year deperidlnB upon 
demand. The company furnishes the 
seeds. Explaining the growth of the 
local plant, he says there are now 
'TB employes here while ths figure 
before the war stood at 25. 

The local plant works In direct 
contAct with Its headquarters at 
MlnneapoUa, Minn. Deliveries are 
made In all 48 slates. Canada. Eur-' 
ope and Australia according to or- 
ders received from the main of- 
fice.
